Komewhere and at laat there was real 
and water. On this day, at least, we 
Btill meet and rejoice In the cloeest 
tie which le poaalble between nea— 
a tie which eulTeriog baa mado indla- 
aoluble for better, for worse. 

\Vh«'ii wp meet thus, when wo do ! 
honor to tho dead In terms that must 
sometlnieB embrace the living, we do 
not deceive ourselves. We attribute 
no special merit to a man for having 
served when all were aervlng. We 
know that If tbo armies of our war 
did anything worth rememberiag, the 
credit beloaga not nalnly to tho indl- 
viduala who did it, but to average hu- 
man nature. Wo alao know very well 
that we cannot live In assoi lutionsi 
with the past alone, and wc admit that 
If we would be worthy of the pawt, we 
muHt tind new tlelds for action or 
thought, and make for ouraelvea new 
careers. But, nevertheless, the gener- 
ation that carried on the war has been 
aet apart by Ita experience. Through 
our great good fortune, in our youth 
our hearta wore touched with flre. It 
was given to ue to learn at the out- 
eet that llfo Is a profound and pMssIon- 
ate thing. While we are permitted 
to scorn iiotlilng but Indifference, and 
do not pretend to undervalue the world- 
ly rewards of ambition, we have seen 
with our own eyes, beyond and 
above the gold fields, the snowy 
beigbta of honor, and It la for ua to 
bear the report to thooo who oome aft- 
er ua. But. abovo all, wo have learned 
tbat whether a man accepta from for- 
tuno her apade, and will look down- 
ward and dig, or from aspiration ber 
axe and cord, and will scale the ice, 
the one aud only auccesa which it ia 
his to command Is to briag tO his 
work a mighty heart. 

Such hearts—iUi BM, how many!— 
were stilled 80 years ago; aad to ue 
who reaulB behind ia loft thia day of 
memories. Every yaar--la tho fufl 
tido of spring, at tho height of tbe 
symphony of (lowers and love and life 
— there comes a pause, am! through 
the silence we hear the lonely l>ll)e of 
death. Year after year lovers wan- 
dering under the apple bougha and 
through the clover and deep graaa are 
Hurprised with audden tears aa they 
se« black veiled figures stealing 
through tbo momlag to a aoldler'a 
grave. Year aftor year the comrades 
of tbe dead follow, with public honor, 
iwocesston and commemorHtlve (lags 
and funeral march— honor and grief 
from ua who Ktand almoHt alunc. and 
have seen the besit and noblest of our 
generation paj^a away. 

But grief is not tbe end of all. I 
seem to hear tho funeral march be 
come a paean. ! see beyond the forest 
the moving baaaors of a hiddea col- 
umn. Our dead brotbors still livo for 
us, and bid us think of life, not death 
—of life to whloh in their youth they 
lent the paeslon and glory of tbe 
spring. As I listen, the great < hoiua 
of life and joy begins again, and amid 
tjie awful ori'liestra of seen and un- 
seen powers and destinies of good and 
evil out trum|i«ts sound onoo BOrs S 
note of daring, hope, and wilL
